of course,*be conceded; that Belgium must be. evacuated and restored, 
no matter what sacrifices and concessions that may involve, and that 
national aspirations must be satisfied even within his own empire, in the 
common interest of Europe and mankind. If he ir silent about questions 
which touch the interest and the purpose of his allies more nearly, than 
they touch those of Austria only, it must of course be because he feels 
constrained, I suppose, to defer to Germany and Turkey in the circum- 
stances. Seeing and conceding, as he does, the essential principles in- 
volved and the. necessity of candidly applying them, he naturally feels 
that Austria can respond to the purpose of péace as expressed by the 
United States with less embarrassment than could Germany.
